His wife and chiliren, the
youngest of the latter, a babe in its
mother's arms, were fearfully battered
about thelr faces and bodles. He Is
under $1,000 bonds to appear for hils
preliminary examination.

The arrest wag made at Jackson-
ville, Jll, where Dr. Cameron wns a
patient in a private sanltarium. Mrs,
Cameron has also filed a suit for sep-
arate maintenance and permauent all-
mony [n the sum of §20,000.
